Fire Dept. Medical Team 
Answered 300 Calls In ’75 


Individual Internal Reve¬ 
nue Service (IRS) taxpayer 
returns for 1975 incl u d o 
questions on residence in¬ 
tended to provide an accu¬ 
rate basis for equitable dis¬ 
tribution of general revenue 
sharing funds, aerording to 
the Office of Revenue Shar¬ 
ing (ORS) of the U.S. Trea- 
s.ury Departm.ent. 

Such funds are returned 
by the Federal government 
to state and local general- 
purpose governments ,under 
terms of Federal revenue 
sharing law. The amount 
each government receives is 
based, in part, on population 
and per capita income esti¬ 
mates made by the Bureau 
of the Census, U.S Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce. 

The new questions on the 
income tax form are de¬ 
signed to identify the tax¬ 
payer’s legal re s i d e n c e, 
which may differ from his 
or her mailing add r e s s. 

Authority to ask the nev.' 
questions is provided in Sec- . 
tion 6017A of the Internal 
Revenue Code. 

The information from the 
residence questions will to 
used by the Bureau of the 
Census to make biennial 
population and per capita 
income estimates nreded to 
insure that states and com¬ 
munities receive the amounts 
of general revenue sharing 
funds to which they are en 
titled. For this rason, all tax 
payers are urged to provide 
the information as an as¬ 
sistance to their states and 
communities. The Internal 
Revenue Code authorizes a 
fine to be imposed for fail¬ 
ure to provide the residence 
data, .unless reasonable cause 
is shown for such failure. 

Information provided to 
the Census Bureau, under 
law. can be published as sta¬ 
tistical totals only, and no 
information about a person 
or individual firm may he

New Procedure At Ballot 
Box Expected At Elections 


Submitting it.s annual report for 197.5, its secend year 
of opc'raticn, the Sierra Madre Fire Dep.a-tmr.nt’s Emer- 
genev Medical Technicians shows that it answered 30C 
calls of various kind.s and in 
so doing trcatc-d approxi¬ 
mately 370 porsems. 

The report indicated an in¬ 
crease of 50 pc'r cent in re¬ 
sponses over the year 1974, 
when 200 calls were handled 
by the voluntcc-rs. The big 
gest part of the increase 
was reflcKded in the "Public 
Accident” category where an 
almost 100 per cent ii.crease 
was noted.

“On December 9, 1975, the 
Board of Super\isors direct¬ 
ed the Registrar - Recorder 
to continue to provide llie 
original affidavits to the 
precinct officers to assure 
voter identification on elec¬ 
tion day,” Mr. Panish said. 

The propo.sed legislation 
which will be intnxluced in 
the State Legislature in Jan- 
.uary will specify that a 
ballot shall not be issued to 
any person until proof of the 
person’s identity and resi¬ 
dence in the precinct has 
been provided the election 
offiicals. Such proof shall be 
accomplished by showing a 
valid driver’s license, motor 
vehicle identification card or 
such other form of identifea- 
tion as may be approved by 
the Secretary of State. Leon¬ 
ard Panish pointed out that 
under the new postcard reg¬ 
istration law recently passed 
and to be effective next July 
1, 1976, the current signature 
cheeking of the voter's affi¬ 
davit of registration at the 
polling place will be discon¬ 
tinued. 

The action taken by the 
Board of Supervisors will as¬ 
sure continuance of current 
signature checking pro c v - 
diires on election day in Los 
Angeles County until Ic'gisla- 
tion is adopted which will 
make mandat o r y voter 
identification proc e d u r e s 
throughout the state, Mr. 
Panish stated.

The depart¬ 
ment has continued to use 
its oxygen on the patient, 
when necessarv’. during 
transpoidation by private 
ambulance, to save the pa¬ 
tient a $5 "oxygen charge.” 

The busiest single 24-hour 
period recorded was Octobei' 
29, when the unit answered 
five calls, one with foi ir vic¬ 
tims. There were several 24 
hour periods when three 
calls were handled. There 
were aLso eight back-to-back 
rails handled during the 
year, all without any delay 
on the part of the unit. 

One highlight of the past 
year was the emergency de¬ 
livery of a baby on Christ¬ 
mas Eve, the first for the 
emergency medical tecluii- 
cians in the field. 

According to projections of 
the Emergency Service Sys¬ 
tem Analysis, provided free 
by an indpependent com¬ 
pany, the number of calls to 
be answered by the unit has 
probably been reached this 
past year, unless there is a 
drastic Increase in the num¬ 
ber of residents within our 
boundaries. 

During the uast year the 
pf>rsonnel have provided sev¬ 
eral training sessions in 
cardiopulmonar>' resuscita¬ 
tion and first aid, plus given 
several demonstrations for 
local groups. This program 
will continue during the 
coming year. New training 
aid have been aided to the 
department’s inventory and 
scheduling is now underway. 

Some new items have been 
purchased with donatio n s 
during the past year and are 
receiving wide .usage in the 
field. Expendable items, 
such as bandages, dressings, 
cleansing agents, etc. are all 
provided from the fire de¬ 
partment’s budget as was a 
new type oxygen therapy 
Iriple-ciuty head, and a “Re- 
susi-Anne” training manne¬ 
quin. 

The I’eport also acknow¬ 
ledged the fine spiirt of co 
operation between tlie Police 
and Fire Departments in the 
emergency medical program. 
Some cross training sessions 
have again been slated be¬ 
tween the two groups and it 
is felt that another success¬ 
ful year is now underway. 

The services offered by 
the Emergency Medical 
Technicians are free to the 
community, however it is

Supervisors Worried About 
Dissention In County Cities 


Fearing a breakdown in communications between the 
County and some of its 78 cities, Supervisor Schabailum 
has called for a joint meeting in an effort to iron out 
any real or imagined dif¬ 
ferences. 

The meeting 'oetween the 
Board of Supervisors and 
the appropriate memtors of 
the Los Angeles Division of 
the League of California 
Cities is to be held some¬ 
time during the next month. 

SchabaiTjm says his con¬ 
cern was aroused by a “bill 
of particulars criticizing I'c- 
cent County actions and 
policies as they pertain to 
contract and independ e n i 
cities” which is being circu¬ 
lated by the California Con¬ 
tract Cities Association. 

The document reflects a 
feeling that there is an ero¬ 


sion of the “traciitionally co¬ 
operative relation.«hip that 
has existed between t h e 
Board and the cities,” ne 
says. 

Schabarum says he doesn’t 
feel there is an erosion al¬ 
though there is a division of 
opinion on some issues of 
mutual interest. 

The criticisms were a'jth- 
ored by Roy R. Pederson, 
city administrator for the 
City of Montebello, citing 
differences at the County- 
cities level on some pro¬ 
grams as the basis of his 
conclusion of erosion in rela¬ 
tionships.

In .six years the total taxes paid by Californians for 
state and local government has doubled, Kirk West, ex¬ 
ecutive vice president of the California Taxpayers’ As- 
six'iation said recently. 

“When totals are in for next year, the increase may 
(‘Veil be more dramatic,” West said. "We then will have 
what appears to bo substantial increases in property taxes 
and all of the state taxes will reflect inflationary growth.” 

In 1968-69 the total of taxes for California state and 
local government, incluling the payroll taxes which fund 
disability and unemployment insurance, was $11.6 bil¬ 
lion. In 1974-75 this had climbed to $22.3 billion. 

Biuring that time there was a slight curtallmen of 
the growth rate of property taxes from $4.6 billion to $7.4 
billion. At least the property taxes did not grow lat the 
same rate as other taxes. Those are the years, too, when 
state taxes were Lncrea.sed to provide property tax relief. 

The tabulation of taxes was made as Cal-Tax pre¬ 
pared to release its fourth edition of the “California Tax 
Outline.” The “Outline” was finst printed in 1968-69 and 
has been revised each time there was a major change in 
the tax laws. 

The tax structure has remained about the sam(?. In 
the six years a transportation tax, paid by freig'ht lines, 
was abolished and a new tax was added on electric bills. 
The sales tax was expanded to include funds for rapid 
tran.sit in the Bay Area craunties. 

“The major is.^ue affecting the public’s view of govern¬ 
ment has been the total tax bills of individuals. West 
said. “If the federal bill is added to the amount paid for 
state and local government, the effects become clearer.” 

Generally, Californian pay 11 iJer cent cl the total 
fodi'ral taxes. Bc'ca-use the federal government can budget 
without having funds, it is difficult to give an exact 
amount Californians wlil pay, but in 1974‘7,5 federal 
revenues vv<‘re .s('t at $295 billiin and that mca.n.s Cali¬ 
fornians paid about $32 billion. That means the total 
tax hill paid by Californians in 1974-75 for all govern¬ 
ment was about $.54 billion. 

“The size of the total tax take should guide' the state’s 
electtyi officials in the coming year,” West said. “The new

if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
‘'good” or “bad.” And days, w’eeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users arc usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician's prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as W'cll as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only w'ay to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

.starting January 1st it will lie less desirable to usi' 
debt owexl to the state and local governments as a moans 
of getting "cheap interest.” 

The governor has signed AB 2306, Lockycr, wlucli 
will incre'ase intere'st rates on debt due on taxes from six 
pi r cent to 12 per cent a year. 

State Board of Equalization Member Ricliard Nevms 
has warned the liusinoss community the interest rate 
will be assesstKl at one per cent per month. 

This applies to state and lex’al sales and use tax, 
gasoline, use fuel, insurers, cigarette, alcoholic Ix'vorage, 
personal income, hank and corporation, inheritance and 
gift taxes. 

The present interest rate of one-half per cent per 
month will continue to apply through Dec'cmber 31st with 
the nt'w rate starting January 1st. 

In the past some businesses have found it was 
cheaper to use money duo on taxes and pay the interest 
and penalties than to borrow money for other purposes 
at traditional interest rates.

Q. — Would you explain 
the extra perso.nal deduc¬ 
tions or credit we will get 
when we file '’ur 1975 tax 
returns ? 

A. — As I understand it 
wc will be eligible for two 
personal tax credits when we 
file our 1975 lax returns 
One is quite simple, it’s a 
straight $30 for each depen 
dent listed on our tax re¬ 
turn. This is a bigger deduc¬ 
tion than it seems in that 
it is a deduction from the 
tax you have to pay rather 
than from your taxable in¬ 
come. 

The second deduction is 
calk'd an “earned income 
credit.” This amounts to 10 
per cent of earned income up 
to a maximum of $400. 
There is a hooker to this 
one, however. If you have 
more than $4,000 of earned 

Arboretum Tour 
To Be January 11 

Sandy Snider, curatorial 
aid at the Los Angeles State 
and County Arboretum, will 
lead a walking tour of the 
gardens’ historical buildings 
on Sunday morning, January 
II, starting at 10 o’clock. 

The building.s are the 
Queen Anne Cottage, the 
Hugo Reid Adobe, the Coach 
Barn, and the Santa Anita 
Depot. Together, they reflect 
nearly a 150 years of his¬ 
tory, beginning with the 
Scotsman. Hugo Reid, who 
Ivuilt the adobe in 1833, and 
ending with the Santa Anita 
Depiot, moved from its ori¬ 
ginal site on Colorado Boule¬ 
vard and rebuilt on tiio 
grounds of the Arboretum 
five years ago. 

During the course of th(' 
tour, Mrs. Snider will trace 
the history of the area bark 
through the missionary per¬ 
iod to the time the land was 
occunied by Indian tribes. 

Visitors taking the walk 
will have the rare privilege 
of entering the Queen Anne 
Cottage, usually closed and 
viewed only through special¬ 
ly constructed. large win¬ 
dows. The tour will start 
from the Arboretum Infor¬ 
mation Center and proceed 
liy tram to the historical 
area where the walk, ap¬ 
proximately hour and a half 
long, will liegin. 

This is the first of a year¬ 
long series of Sunday walks 
and talks presented by the 
Department of Arboreta and 
Botanic Gardens at the Ar¬ 
boretum in Arcadia, Descan- 
so Gardens in La Canada, 
and South Coast Botan i c 
Garden on Palos Verdes 
Peninsula.

Q, — My current invest¬ 
ment plan invol v e s $75 
monthly invested through a 
reduced commission accumu¬ 
lation plan offend by a na¬ 
tional brokerage house. At¬ 
tached is a list of issues and 
the number of sliares of each 
currently held. It appears to 
me that there might be 
over-diversification for the 
amount of money invested 
monthly. 

Yonr comments particular¬ 
ly with respect to the num¬ 
ber of issues and whieh 
ones recommended would b<' 
greatly appreciated. 

A. — From the informa¬ 
tion you have sent me, I’m 
not sure that the plan you 
are investing in permits you 
to select stocks yc'urself. You 
may just be receiving a 
statement each month ot 
your share of a larger fund 
that is being built up each 
month from group purchases 
made for all the individuals 
participating in the broker’s 
program. 

If you can select the stocks 
yourself and if this is an in¬ 
dividual account being built 
up for you, then we’d agree 
that you have enough dif¬ 
ferent issues of stock. Your 
list shows 18 stocks, and this 
is a lot cf stocks to have 
S75 or less in each one. From 
here on I would concentrate 
on buying more each month 
of the issues you hold.
